Mansfield said he was confi- 
lent the six -month bill would 
pass his branch, but the Mon­ 
tana Democrat conceded there 
were other pitfalls to concluding 
action on the m easure before 
midnig ht. 
Sen. John J. Williams of Dela­ 
ware, senior Republican m em ­ 
ber of the Finance Committee, 
had made it clear he would try 
fo upset the Democratic plan by 
offering two amendm ents.

Cong ress was working under 
the tig htest possible schedule 
with the pay check surtax with­ 
holding rates due to ex pire at 
midnig ht. 
Most

Cong ress ag reed that if the sur­ 


tax withholding rates were al­ 
lowed to die tonig ht, it would be 
nex t to impossible to revive the 
surtax itself.

He m ade this point in an ad­ 
dress a t the closing session of 
the^first all-Africa bishops sy m ­ 
posium after hundreds turned 
out to welcome the first pontiff 
ever to visit the D ark Continent. 
This was the 7 1-y ear-old Paul’s 
eig hth trip abroad as Pope. 
At the airport of this capital 
on the shore of Lake Victoria, 
Africans sang song s and pound­ 
ed native drums in a ty pical Af­ 
rican g reeting . Women in bras 
and short skirts sway ed to the 
rhy thmns. 
In his address at K am pala’s 
Rubag a 
Cathedral, 
the 
Pope 
warned that if Africa went its 
own way in interpreting Roman 
Catholic doctrine it would be led 
to “ dang ers.” 
“If y ou are able to avoid the 
possible 
dang ers 
of 
relig ious 
pluralism, the dang er of making 
y our Christian profession into a 
kind of local folklore, or into ex - 
clusivist racism, or into eg oistic 
tribalism or abitrary separat­ 
ism, then y ou will be able to re­ 
main sincerely African even in 
y our interpretation of Christian 
life,” he said. 
It was an indirect reply to 
statem ents 
at

three-day 
bishops 
conference 
that 
the 
Catholic Church—especially in 
Europe and America—was us­ 
ing Africa as a testing g round 
for its own problems, and that 
Africa was not able to develop

Chase went on, it could 
be several months, perhaps not 
until October, before the drop in 
cattle prices will percolate down 
to the housewife in the form of 
lower m eat costs. 
Other, nong overnment, econo­ 
m ists also entered a pessimistic 
note, say ing consum er demand 
—fed by inflation and rising 
spending power—could override 
the cattle price drop at the re­ 
tail level.

Cong were killed last week. But 
the total of South Vietnamese 
combat dead was down only 
.« lig htly from the week before, 
from 295 to 290. 
The American toll was the 
lowest since last Oct. 26 ex cept 
for the week of Dec. 29 -Jan. 4. 
The New Y ear’s cease-fire was 
in effect then and 101 Ameri­ 
cans died in combat. 
Another 1,056 Americans were 
wounded last week, the U.S. 
Command said. That was the 
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lowest since the week of the 
New Y ear’s cease-fire, when 599 
were wounded. 
The reported total of enemy 
aead was the lowest since last 
Nov. 3-9. when the claim was 
1,601 killed.

casualties apparently resulted, 
not only from the reduction in 
enemy attacks since June 18, 
but also from a recent shift in

Now You See it, Now You Don' t 


The “ su rprising” $3.1 billio n bu dget su rplu s 
disco v ered by the federal go v ernment can be 
accu rately described as a mix ed bag. 
The initial inclinatio n to ward an enthu siastic 
receptio n to the first black-ink treatment o f the 
bu dget sto ry in nine y ears is tempered by a 
clo ser lo o k a: the facts. 


NIXON ADMINISTRATION eco no mists hav e 
been co nsistently predicting a su rplu s o f less 
than a billio n fo r the past six mo nths. The 
same predictio n was made by the Jo hnso n ad­ 
ministratio n December. 
As a matter o f fact, ev en tho u gh the fiscal 
y ear ended Ju ne 30, a treasu ry o fficial last 
week was fo recasting a su rplu s o f “a little 
mo re than a billio n.” 
No w an u nex pected ex tra co u ple billio n has 
been fo u nd and a lo t o f peo ple are wo ndering 
fro m whence it co meth and why no o ne saw it 
co ming. 
A go v ernment spo kesman said mo st o f the 
u nex pected rev enu e came fro m perso nal in­ 
co me tax es which were $2.8 billio n higher than 
anticipated. 
Sen. Jo hn J. Williams, R.-Del., say s the su r­ 
plu s figu re o o esn’t mean any thing any way be­ 
cau se the new fo rmu la fo r co mpu ting the bu d-

get Inclu des su ch things as So cial Secu rity and 
o ther fu nds that are no t really part o f the gen­ 
eral rev enu e pictu re. 
Witho u t the fu nds, he say s, the bu dget wo u ld 
hav e sho wn a deficit. 
The ex planatio n do esn’t qu ite ho ld water 
tho u gh when y o u co nsider that the Jo hnso n ad­ 
ministratio n was u sing the new fo rmu la and 
was in general agreement with Nix o n adminis­ 
tratio n calcu latio ns. 
Sen. Williams, being a stro ng su ppo rter o f the 
inco me tax su rcharge ex tensio n pro po sed by 
President Nix o n, natu rally wo u ld be interested 
in play ing do wn the su rplu s. 
So me senato rs are say ing the sizable su rplu s 
weakens the su rtax cau se since the administra­ 
tio n had been key ing o n the need fo r a $6 bil­ 
lio n su rplu s fo r fiscal 1970. 
They claim if the go v ernment already has IS 
billio n o f the needed su rplu s the su rtax ex ten­ 
sio n is no t as v ital no w as it was befo re the 
rev enu e bo nanza was disco v ered. 
All o f this, o f co u rse, leav es the tax pay er 
wo ndering what really is go ing o n. 


THE ALMOST MAGICAL appearance o f S2 
billio n, a lo t cf peo ple try ing to ex plain it away , 
the Nix o n administratio n so mewhat embar­ 
rassed that it is in the black and the u ncertain­ 
ty o f the su rtax ex tensio n, are mo re than 
eno u gh to fo ster co nfu sio n. 
We do n’t pretend to be able to fatho m all the 
financial intricacies inv o lv ed in Washingto n’s fi­ 
nancial maneu v ering. 
Nev ertheless, the su rplu s is an indicatio n that 
deficits are no t inev itable and if attentio n is 
paid to mo netary matters and spending held 
do wn, this natio n's financial affairs can be pu t 
In o rder. 


The March Toward War 


With each o assto g day and each ho stile clash, 
the Middle East crisis bu ilds to ward a v io lent 
co nclu sio n. 
Air strikes and artillery ex changes are be­ 
co ming. mo re frequ ent. 
Statements by bo th Israeli and Egy ptian 
spo kesmen tend to add to the crisis rather than 
co o l it do wn 
Su nday a U.N. o bserv er was killed in Su e* 
Canal battling. Israeli 
artillery 
fire 
was 
blamed. Swedish MaJ. Bo Plane was the first 
U N. o bserv er killed. 


THERE HAVE BEEN sev eral “firsts” in the 
Middle East recently . 
When Egy ptian jets streaked o v er Israeli po s­ 
itio ns Su nday , it was the first time since the 
Ju ne 1967 war that su ch missio ns were initiated 
by the Arabs. 
Prev io u s ¿» ttacks hav e been in respo nse to Is­ 
raeli actio n. 
Ju st last week Israeli jets made bo mbing and 
strafing ru ns alo ng the canal. The flights were 
the first gro u nd actio n assau lts u ndertaken 
since the 1967 war. 
In ano ther new twist, Egy ptian planes ig­ 
no red the Israeli jets and headed fo r installa­ 
tio ns behind Israeli lines. 
Diplo mats are try ing to figu re o u t ju st what 
all this means. 
Will U Thant, U.N. secretary general, feel 
co mpelled to pu ll o u t the o ther 91 U.N. o bserv ­ 
ers as a safety precau tio n? If so , what will be 
the effect o f that mo v e? 
Will the su ccess — bo th real and imaginary 
— o f Arab air, artillery and gu errilla tactics 
giv e new impetu s to a majo r Egy ptian thru st to 
regain lo st territo ry ? 
On the su rface, it seems that Israeli actio n 
alo ng the canal is aimed at disco u raging large- 
scale Egy ptian assau lts while ho ping that so me 
ty pe o f settlement can be reached. Israel cer­ 
tainly do esn’t need mo re Arab territo ry to 
gu ard. 


CAIRO STILL SEEMS bent o n redeeming the 


Arab cau se militarily and giv es ev ery appear­ 
ance o f gaining in co nfidence and capability . 
Failu re o f the U.N. peace missio n and the Big 
Po wer peace initiativ e pu ts the issu e back in 
the laps o f the Arabs and the Israelis — where 
It really has been all alo ng. 


Mu ch to the dismay o f ev ery o ne who wo u ld 
like to see peace in the Middle East, ev ents are 


mo v ing inex o rably to ward ano ther war. If the 
present trend co ntinu es, the qu estio n will no t be 
whether o r no t war will co me, bu t when. 


So Th ey S a y

o peratio ns as a co ntracto r! Ju st watch fo r the 
list o f his co mpanies. He wo rked bo th ends — 
being o n go o d terms with the Mafio si’s Prince­ 
to n Sam DeCav alcante did no t hu rt. 
It takes ex perts to seek them o u t and then 
ro o t them o u t. Ex perts, especially the edu cated 
o nes, are willing to sacrifice the wo rk fo r pea­ 
nu ts. Bu t so meo ne has to bu shel u p the pea­ 
nu ts. 
So when President Nix o n sent u p his anti- 
crime message — and there is mo re co ming — 
the Ju stice Department’s Organized Crime and 
Racketeering Sectio n specialists and the u nder­ 
paid technicians o f the Labo r Department go t 
to gether.

THIS CREW, ALL VOLUNTEERS, wo u ld 
hav e to lo o k ex actly like Armstro ng, Aldrin 
and Co llins (We wo u ld u se President Nix o n’s 
fo rmer make-u p man to assu re they did.) 
and they wo u ld be giv en as tho ro u gh train­ 
ing by NASA as the mo o n men receiv ed. 
The astro nau ts’ do u bles wo u ld be placed in 
co cktail party simu lato rs to test their reflex ­ 
es. They wo u ld be trained in the rigo rs o f af- 


ter-dinner speech ex ercises and learn ho w to 
fight weightlessness at American Legio n and 
Shriner co nv entio ns.

The Nixon 
Journey 


’ WASHINGTON 
Mo st Americans are no t 
v ery familiar with the pro blems o f So u theast 
Asia and when the President o f the United 
States decided to v isit the heads o f go v ern­ 
ments in the regio n, it wasn’t apparent o n th* 
su rface ju st what is his basic pu rpo se. 
Mr. Nix o n felt that there was a pressing need 
o r he wo u ld no t hav e go ne o n su ch a trip so 
early In his administratio n when he is co nfro nt­ 
ed with many o ther pro blems. The Nix o n jo u r­ 
ney is the resu lt o f a carefu lly laid plan that 
can hav e lo ng-range effects o n American fo r­ 
eign po licy . 
Mr. Nix o n wants to make it clear, o f co u rse, 
that withdrawal o f American fo rces fro m Viet­ 
nam do esn’t mean abando nment o f pro tectiv e 
measu res fo r the smaller natio ns o f the area. 
He reiterates that the United States will liv e u p 
its co mmitments bu t intimates that the natio ns 
canno t ex pect American tro o ps to do the who le 
Jo b. 


THE PRESIDENT to o k o ccasio n in Indo nesia 
to speak o f American aid as so mething that 
sho u ld be based o n po licies “mu tu ally helpfu l to 
u s bo th.” At present, $120 millio n o f eco no mic 
assistance is giv en annu ally to that co u ntry , 
which has 110 millio n peo ple and certainly 
needs o u tside help. 
Mr. Nix o n predicted that Indo nesia’s natu ral 
reso u rces and priv ate enterprise are heading 
fo r significant dev elo pment in the nex t fiv e 
y ears. Bu t he also po inted o u t that he do esn’t 
want to ex pand any U.S. defense co mmitments 
in Asia. 


The same co ncept was applied by the Presi­ 
dent when he arriv ed in Bangko k. He said the 
United States wo u ld ho no r its o bligatio n to de­ 
fend Thailand against po ssible Co mmu nist ag­ 
gressio n o r su bv ersio n. There are 47,000 Ameri­ 
can tro o ps in Thailand manning six air bases 
which are u sefu l in fighting the war in Vietnam 
as well as the “secret war” in Lao s, which has 
been o v erru n in part by 70,000 No rth Vietnam­ 
ese su ppo rting the Co mmu nist factio n in that 
co u ntry . 
Mr. Nix o n, in o ne o f his speeches, empha­ 
sized that the United States is bo u nd by the 
So u theast Asia Treaty and that Americans and 
Thais hav e been willing to fight in Vietnam to 
pro tect the rights o f free peo ple. He said hs 
stands firmly with Thailand against tho se who 
wo u ld threaten it fro m Inside o r o u tside its bo f* 
ders. 
Bu t the main po int o f Mr. Nix o n’s appro ach 
Was o u tlined in Banko k when he declared: 
“Ou r determinatio n to ho no r o u r co mmit­ 
ments is fu lly , co nsistent with o u r co nv ictio ns 
that the natio ns o f Asia can and mu st increas­ 
ingly sho u lder the respo nsibility fo r achiev ing 
peace and pro gress in the area.” 
The President believ es that fu tu re eco no mic 
dev elo pment mu st be acco mplished o n a regio n­ 
al and co -o perativ e basis. The United States is 
willing to o ffer a co nsiderable amo u nt o f help 
bu t o nly after being satisfied that Asian leaders 
will take the initiativ e and rectify so me o f the 
pro blems and pro cedu res — su ch as do mestic 
co rru ptio n and misu se o f aid mo ney and mate­ 
riel — which hav e hereto fo re impaired the v al­ 
u e o f American assistance. 


One o f the reaso ns fo r the v isit to So u theast 
Asia at this time is to co nfer with American 
ambassado rs in the area and get their su gges­ 
tio ns abo u t a fo rmu la fo r fu tu re American co ­ 
o peratio n, especially o n the eco no mic side. 
Ali this means that, while the United States 
wants to assist So u theast Asia, it is no t go ing to 
do the jo b alo ne and ex pects a su bstantial ef 
fo rt, bo th military and eco no mic, to be made by 
the co u ntries themselv es. 
On the who le, the v alu e o f the President’s 
trip canno t be measu red at this time, becau se 
No rth Vietnam is still o bstinately refu sing to 
make any co ncessio ns at the Paris nego tiatio ns. 
Unfo rtu nately , there hav e been to o many v o ices 
ex pressing dissent inside America against the 
Nix o n po licies. 


IF EVERYBODY WERE to keep his mo u h 
shu t, No rth Vietnam wo u ld be mu ch wo rried 
and wo u ld be begging at the peace table fo r an 
end to the war. TTie weakness o f the po sitio n o f 
the United States is that it has anno u nced an 
intentio n o f getting o u t o f Vietnam and many 
pro minent members o f Co ngress hav e been de­ 
manding an ev en mo re speedy withdrawal than 
has been co ntemplated. 
Open diplo macy is wo rthwhile where treaties 
and new po licies are being fo rmed and no war 
is go ing o n. Bu t there sho u ld nev er be a pu blic 
disclo su re o f military o peratio ns o r plans, be­ 
cau se this so metimes has the effect o f telling 
the enemy that the o ther side Is cringing and so 
eager to withdraw that it will pay almo st any 
price fo r peace.

can ex pect to see $1 rou nd steak 
again, and certainly not less 
than abou t $1.39 for sirloin.” 
Another problem affecting the 
ou tlook for lower meat prices is 
the possibility that increased 
j processing and marketing costs 
will offset any immediate de­ 
cline in cattle prices. 
And some ex perts say the con­ 
su mer shou ld not be too encou r­ 
aged by predictions that after 
holding steady for the last half- 
y ear cattle produ ction will in­ 
crease ov er the nex t six months. 
For one thing, th<y point ou t, 
pork su pplies are ex pected to 
decrease, which means the de­ 
mand for beef will go u p, resu lt­ 
ing in stronger cattle prices. 
In any case, economists sa id, 
cattle prices at mid-Ju ly —an 
av erage of $28 per hu ndred­ 
weight—were still $4 more than 
a y ear ago.
